Drifts in some 
places are fifteen to twenty feet high. Dur- 
ing the past few days, however, warm 
winds have melted this, and the Willamette 
River bacame a torrent.

FLOODS IN SOUTHERN OREGON. ~* 

SAN Francisco, Feb. 5.—A dispatch 
from Jacksonville, Or., says a phenomenal 
reinetorm has prevailed in Southern Ore- 
gon since last Friday which, in connection 
with the melting snow in the mountains, 
has caused the greatest flood known since 
the country was settled. The damage in 
Southern Oregon cannot be estimated as

WILLAMETTE VALLEY INUNDATED. 

San Francisco, Feb. 5.—Telegraphic 
communication between here and Portland, 
Or., has been almost entirely cut off for 
three days, but from private and brief press 
telegrams it is learned that Western Ore- 
gon has been visited by a much more severe 
storm than that in Northern California a 
fortnight or more since. 


in the Willamette Valley, the largest and 


west of the Cascade range, heavy warm 
rains have fallen, which, with the melting 
snow op the mountains, have caused floods 
extending from Eugene northward 125 
miles to Portland. It is learned that at 
least some of the smaller houses along the 
banks of the- Willamette River have been 
destroyed.

MR. CHANDLER GETS FREE ON 
. A TECHNICALITY. 


Remarks of the Court Which Will 
Not Comfort Him Much—False 
Imprisonment by Justice Jenkins 
of Soledad—High-handed Prac- 
tice. 


As intimated by Tne Times yester- 
day morning, the Chandler indictment 
was knocked “silly” yesterday morn- 
ing in Department No. 1 of the Su- 
perior Court.

geles commissioners should bave been in 
session for 22 da¥s. As Orange county 
bears half of the expense of the commis- 
sioners this matter is of peculiar interest to 
our citizens. The Orange commissioners 
have made demands in accordance with jus- 
tice and reason, but the Los Angeles com- 
tmissionérs seem to be playing rather a rob- 
-bing game. ‘Ihe expenditure for furniture 
 aloneo fit up the temporary office of the’ 
commission amounts to $40. By whose 
authority was the expense incurred?

In view of the above charges, a re- 
porter of THE Times waited on Capt.

Sioners, who made full explanations 


- concerning the. workings of the com- 


mission. He showed a fine set of black

Egan and James McFadden, draw $8 
‘per day and expenses whenever they 
come up on official business.

HIS OWN NEGLECT, 


Inquest on the Body of James 
Fitzpatrick. 

Coroner Meredith held an inquest 

yesterday afternoon at 3 o’clock at the 

undertaking rooms of Hopkins & Co., 


Fitzpatrick, who was killed, at the 
Santa Fé depot Tuesday afternoon by 
being run over by a car on which he 
was at work at the time, A, large 
number of friends of the deceased 
were present, and took a deep interest 
in the proceedings, Nine witnesses 
were examined, mostly railroad men, 
and, the physicians who attended 
Fitzpatrick. It was shown that Fitz- 
patrick had been employed by the rail- 
road company as a carpenter, and was 
working on a loaded car on what is 
known as the repair track, when an- 
other car was run on the switch, 
and, striking the one on which he 
was at work, set it in motion, 
knocking him down, w hen the wheels 
passed over both legs, causing injuries 
from which he died. It was further 
shown that Fitzpatrick had failed to 
display the signal required by the com- 
which is a_ blue flag by day ora 

lue light at night, and the printed 
rules of the company were introduced 
to show that this precaution is made 
obligatory on all repairers, who are 
furnished with such signals. After 
bearing the evidence the jury returned 
averdict that the deceased came to

A NEW FEATURE INTRODUCED | 
IN THE CONTROVERSY. 


The Legality of the Police Courts 
Said to Have Been Sustained in 
the Strand Case—Two Decisions 

' On the Same Subject That Are 

_ Contrary to Each Other, 


The situation as regards the police 
courts took a new turn yesterday. 
Neither Judge Stanton nor Judge 
Owens transacted any business, nor 
will they do anything further until the 
matter of their legal status is definitely 
decided, but it is understood that an 
application will be made to the Su- 
preme Court for a rehearing of the 
question on the ground that there is a 
decision on the, records of that court 
which affirms the validity of-the police 
courts. The case is that of August 
Strand, and follows immediately after 
that of Assessor Fisher, being found 
in volume 21 of the Pacific Coast Re- 

rter. Strand was tried before Judge 

tanton’and convicted of disturbing 
the peace and sentenced to a term of 
imprisonment, which he was serving at 
the time the suit was brouglit by J. 
Marion Brooks against Assessor Fisher 
to test the legality of the charter. The 
Supreme Court was then sitting en banc, 
and it was suggested that the matter 
of the legality of the police courts 
should be tested at this time also. The 
case of Strand wus taken before the 
Supreme Court on a writ of habeas 
corpus, Mr. Brooks alleging gerne 
the same grounds as those adva 
in the Toal case, towit, that the 
nego was unjustly restrained from 

is liberty, alleging that the police 
court was illegal, and the Judge by 
whom he was convicted was acting 
without legal authority. The Court 
declined to grant the writ, and Strand 
served out his time, thus virtually ac- 
knowleaging the legality of the police 
court by which he was convicted, This 
decision was given by the Court, sit- 
ting en banc, and has never been re- 
pealed. 

The decision in the Toal case was 
given by commissioners. Thus it will 
be seen that there are two decisions on 
the records, one for and one against 
the courts, and while it is generally 
conceded that the later decision com- 
pletely knocks out the police courts for 
all purposes, it is contended that the 
Strand decision, by priority, and from 
the fact that it was given by the court 
sitting en banc, and not in commission, 
it should have precedence. At any 
rate, the case sufficiently compli- 
cated to cause considerable study, and 
the matter will have to be passed upon 
direct before it is finally settled.

Meeting of the Board of Directors 

Yesterday Afternoon. 

The Public Library directors met 
yesterday afternoon, President Dobin- 
son in the chair and Directors EF. H. 
Howard, J. Mills Dayies and H. Jay 
Hanchette-and the Librarian, Miss T. 


before the rules, were finally passed upon. 
Among those adopted was one giving the 
Speaker the right to refuse to recognize 
dilatory motions, and to determine what 
motions are made for the purpose of delay.

Under rule 15, new clauses are added as 
follows: “On any members refusing to 
vote, the names of members present, but 
not voting on any call by the Speaker of 
yeas and nays, shall be noted by the Clerk, 
under the supervision of the Speaker, and 
be recorded in the journal and record im- 
mediately after the names of those voting 
in the affirmative and negative, under the 
head of ‘present and not voting,’ and shall 
be followed by the names of absent mem- 
bers, which shall be entered under the head 
of ‘absentees.’”, This is in the line of 
Speaker Reed’s rulings. . 

Under rule 16. clause 4 reads: “When a 
question is under debate no motion shall be 
received but to adjourn, to lay on the table; 
for the previous question. (which motions 
shall be decided without debate), to post- 
pone to aday certain, to refer, or to amend, 
or to postpone indefinitely, which several 
motions shall have precedence in the fore- 
going order, and no such motion being de- 
cided, shall be again allowed on the same

A MINING 


Six Miners Killed and Others In- 
jured—Many Buildings De- 
stroyed—Inhabitants Flee 
for Their Lives.

FARM TOPICS. 


STRAWBERRIES are tough, as re- 
gards frost, those that were nipped a 
fortnight ago being up and at it again, 
bearing fruit. 


STONE gutters are found to increase 
washing, and are not desirable. Let 
the ground alone-in its natural state, 
and the water will usually drain off 
without injury. Streets graded toa 
crown in the genter and sloped off at 
the sides have stood the floods well 
without stone gutters—indeed, better 
than those with them. 


IT 18 surprising to learn from a prom- 
inent Anaheimer that wine manufac- 
ture in that prosperous town has almost 
ceased, amounting, as he informs us, 
to not over twenty thousand gallons, 
where it must formerly have been near 
-a million. The reason is the vine dis- 
ease 
and it is to be hoped that the pristine 
glory of the pioneer wine manufacture 
of Southern California will soon be re- 
stored. Meantime, Anaheim is not 
suffering, for she has replaced her wine 
with oranges, walnuts and other prod- 
ucts, and has gone on steadily increas- 
ing in wealth and population. 


THE depression in business circles 
has a good effect in driving many good 
men into farming, at which they will 
have a good deal better living and a 
happier life than in the worrying vor- 
tex of a precarious business existence. 
There are few business men so well off 
as the successful farmer, and that this 
is generally appreciated is shown by 
the universal effort of all town men to 
get into farming. A very large pro- 
portion of the business men of 
Angeles have small farms outside the 
city, which they are assiduously culti- 
vating and where they all hope to re- 
tire when they are able to “lay off.” 
The man who is already there is just 
that. much ahead of the other; he has 
already reached the reward that the 
other is striving for. 


CAPE Cop raised 92,000 barreis of 
cranberries last year. The requisites 
for successful culture are, a soil of 
muck or peat that can be drained for 


surface; a supply of water sufficient to 
allow the meadow to be flooded at will; 
and an abundance of pure sand. The 
surface of thé meadow is pared, the 
sods and all stumps and roots being re- 
moved, and then’covered with sand to 
Aecord- 
ing asthe muck deep or shallow. 
The sand should ‘be free from clay or 
vegetable matter and frem seeds. It 

ords a genial medium for the plants 
to strike root, and keeps down the 
growth of such plants as would other- 
wise spring from. the muck. In the 
sand the vines are planted—cuttings, 
from four to six inches long—in rows 
two feet apart. 


Do our farmers pay enough atten- 
tion to common things—those in which 
there is no particular romance? LEv- 
erybody wants to raise oranges do 
enough of them roe hogs’ How 
many afarmer, wai for oranges 
and walnutsto bear, is buying flour 
and bacon? Wouidn’t it be better to 
bave a little wheat patch, enough for 
his own breadstuff, and a few hogs, 
enough for his own hams and bacon? 
Los Angeles county is a heavy buyer 
of flour from the north: At every city 
store are signs, with the day’s quota- 
tions of Stockton flour. What is the 
matter with raising our own flour, con- 
sidering the immense fertile plains we 
have that are not yet orchard, and not 
likely soon to be. One of the most 
prosperous communities of all South- 
ern California is Downey,which—with- 
out any disrespect—bas been called a 
“hog-and-hominy”’ settlement, that 


prospers by it. May its tribe increase.

And drowning is the easiest 
way to getrid of a gopher, the late 
floods having destroyed hosts of 
them on the lowlands, in which 
respect they were a_ blessing’ in 
disguise. Gophers are in this coun- 
try the worst enemy to the alfalfa. 
They eat its roots, of which they 
are particularly fond, by reason of its 
succulence and sweetness, and this eat- 
ing of the roots kills it out, making 
bare spots in the meadow like phyl- 
loxera in a vineyard. Besides this, 
the mounds they throw up are an ob- 
stacle to mowing. The fighting of 
gophers in non-irrigable meadows is 
the most vexatious and expensive 
enemy the farmer has to contend with 
in that direction. So when it is stated 
that be who can irrigate his alfalfa 
has a great advantage over him who 
can not, it is stating the case very 
mildiy. Besides, the remedy for the 


| gophers,the irrigation is an admirable 


incentive to growth during a dry spell, 
and also the best antidote to any extra 
frost that might come along, though
